DAKOTA DEVILARY. 


A Gang of Outlaws Ceme to Grief 
Threats of Lynching. 
Bismarck, June 27.—A special from 


_ Little Missouri says that for some time 


past the life of Marquis de Mores has 
been threatened by Frank O’Donnell 
and a large gang of outlaws. On Mon- 
day at 3 o'clock a, m., O’Donnell and 
his gang rode into town and began firing 
at the windows of the hotel and 
other buildings. Several persons nar- 
rowly escaped the bullets. The Sheriff 
of Morton county, with a posse of citi- 
zens, to-day pursued the outlaws, over- 


- taking them a mile from the railroad. 


Riley, one of the outlaws, was killed in 
the melee. O’Donnell and the others 
were captured after a bard fight. 
Threats of lynching the prisoners have 
caused the greatest excitement. The 
Marquis occupies much iand as a sheep 
and cattle ranch. 


ADULTERATIONS IN TEAS. 


Exposure of Gross Crookedness at 
the Port of New York. 

New Yors, June 27.—Davies, Tea 
Appraiser, has completed the inspection 
of teas brought to this country by the 
Flintshire, and found that a laige pro- 
portion of it 1s grossly adulterated. He 
to-day presented his report to the Col- 


lector,showing that he had rejected 3100 
packages, which if sold in the market 


‘ Might have realized about $22,000. 


These teas consisted of greens of all 
colors, sizes and descriptions, some of 
which were mixed with sand, some with 
vel, others composed of exhausted 
eaves, and still others being composed 
of dirt and paste rolled _ into 
pellets. About five hundred pack- 
ages of colored Japan dust were 
also rejected on the ground of high color 
and admixture of mineral substances 
intended to wake the tea heavier. This 
tea was also brought to this country by 
water on board the Flintshire. The 
Collector and Appraiser of the port of 
St. Louis have forwarded to Davies 
Samples of so-called teas sent to that 
city by way of San Francisco. An ex- 
amination has clearly shown that the 
**stuff’’ was only wild leaves indiscrim- 
inately collected and dricd and sent to 
this country to be palmed off as tea. 
This was intended to be sent to some 
part oi the country remote from regular 
markets and there disposed of as tea,re- 
gardiess of the fact whether or not it is 


injurious to consumers. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


Exteusion of Railroad Manufactur- 
ing to the Pacific Coast. 

San Francisco, June 27.—The Pull- 
man Palace Car Company expect to es- 
tablish a branch manufactory in this 
State in a few months. At present the 


Central Pacific shops at Sacrament will 
be used for repairs. The Allen Paper 
Car Wheel Company, of which Pullman 
is a member, expect soon to have a 
branch manufactory on this coast. 
These enterprises-will be followed by a 
manufactory of steel springs by a well- 
known Pittsburg firm. It is concluded 
from these -movements of Eastern 
firms that some unusual activity in rail- 
road circles may be expected.

The factory owners express the belief 
that the strikers will be glad to return 
to work on Monday, as they can get no 
employment from the other factories. 
One of the Jargest factories has substi- 
tuted white men, and advertised for 
more. 


Revolt Among Alcatraz Prisoners. 


San Francisco, June 27.—Forty pris- 
oners from Alcatraz, working at the 
Presidio, have refused to do duty. Two 
companies were called out and the pris- 
oners, preferring imprisonment to min- 
nie balls, surrendered. The ringleader 
will probably be tried by courtmartial. 

Japanese Consul. 

San Francisco, June 27.—Arata Tat- 
sula, appointed Consul for Japan to San 
Francisco and recognized by the Presi- 
dent, has entered upon his duties. 

Feur Hundred Sir Knights. 

San Francisco, June 27.—Arrange- 
ments have been concluded to accommo- 
date the Grand Commonder of the 
United States and his escort of four bnn- 
dred Sir Knights from Massachusetts at 
the Palace Hotel.

San Francisco, June 27.—The Board 
of Examiners into the loss of the 
steamer Pilot have all the necessary tes- 
timony.

(Western Associated Press Night Report-) 
THE CHIRICAHUAS. 


Gen. Crook Explains the Report of 
Their Being at San Carlos. 

Wasuineton, June 26.—The follow- 
ing correspondence has taken place be- 
tween Generals Drum and Crook, rela- 
tive to the report that the captured 
Apaches have been forced on the reser- 
vation at San Carlos: 


Adjutant General’s office, Washing- 
ton, June 25.—To Crook:—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has shown 
the Secretary of War a telegraphic 
dispatch from Agent Willcox sayin, 
the renegade Indians were forced 
on the reservation on the 24th inst. As 
the Secretary of War, in his dispatch of 
the 18th inst., gave special directions 
to keep the prisoners apart from the 
Indians who contiflued peaceful, he 
supposes of course the agent is incorrect 
in the statement as given above; but 
if his orders in this respect bave been 
misunderstood he desires to repeat the 
instructions of June 18th, and have 
them fully carried out. (Signed), R. 
C. Drum, Adjutant-General. 

Whipple Barracks, June 26—Adju- 
tant-General of the Army, Washington: 
The report that the Chiricahuas have 
been forced upon the San Carlos reser- 
vation is incorrect. The facts in the 
case are that those who had surrender- 
ed were sent forward with four com- 
panies of cavalry and the Indian scouts, 
my instructions to Capt. Crawford be- 
ing that the Chiricahuas should be kept 
with the scouts until other arrange- 
ments could be made. The Chiricahuas 
who went after their families told me 
they would join the column. 
at the line, or should we have gone too 
fast then they would follow along the 
mountains and come in at San Carlos. 
We have no means of communicating 
with them until they come in at the 
Agency, and if with the first arrivals we 
find those who started back with us are 
not with the scouts, we destroy all 
chanves of ever reducing them to a state 
of peace. The Indians of San Carlos 
are in no danger of being ¢ontaminated 
by contact with the Chiricahuas. As a 
matter of humanity, I am anxious to get 
in the last of this band, so as to leave 
nothing undone for the recovery of the 
captive boy. (Signed,) Croox.
